Spring field. 111., Feb. 23.—After an e x­ 
perience of eig hteen m o nths it is u ni­ 
versally co nceded that a wise and em i­ 
nently proper step w as taken when the 1 dinners w a 
state o f Illinois assumed the care and 
m aintenance o f the Lincoln m o nument. 
So long as the structure w as in charg e 
of the Linco ln Mo nument asso ciatio n 
and an admissio n fee of 25* cents was 
charg ed at the entrance g ate to the 
relic ro o ms there were alm o st daily pro ­ 
tests from visitors, who felt that the 
resting place o f the ashes o f the m ar­ 
ty red president should be free to the 
reverent ham ag e of the world. 
Under 
the new order o f thing s no co m plaints 
are heard. 
Rich and poor alike have 
access to every part of the histo ric pile 
witho ut mo ney or witho ut price. 
The 
result has been a very larg e increase in 
the num ber of visito rs. 
The present custo dian, Major E. S. 
J o hnso n, has filed his report for the 
y ear 18% with the board o f trustees, 
co nsisting of the g o verno r, the state s u ­ 
perintendent o f public instructio n and 
the state treasurer. 
B ecause the new 
board has not o rg anized the report has 
not y et been co nsidered or made pub­ 
lic, but it is learned from Major J o hnso n 
}ia ,j been reading the po litical phil 
that the number o f visito rs during the 
o so phy of J o hn Stuart Mill, the o rig

the po st-prandial festivi­ 
ties o f sto ry and so ng in which g ifted 
members participated.

The fact that there are in Illino is just 
twice as m any co unties as there are sen ­ 
a t o r ia l districts do es no t sig nify that 
there was any desig n on the part of the 
framers o f the co nstitutio n to esta b ­ 
lish such a ratio between co unties and 
districts. 
The relation is an accidental 
o ne and it has never been co nsidered 
in m aking appo rtio nm ents. 
There were 
tw enty -five senato rial 
districts under 
the co nstitutio n o f 1848 and when it was 
proposed in 1S70 to do uble that number, 
the1 sug g estio n was m ade that the n u m ­ 
ber sho uld be odd in o rder to avo id the* 
po ssibility of a tie, hence the fifty -o ne 
districts. 
By the way , Illino is is the 
o nly state in the Unio n that has the 
mino rity sy stem o f representatio n in the 
leg islature. 
This sy stem was the par­ 
ticular ho bby <>f “ Uncle" J o e Medill in 
the co nstitutio nal co nventio n of 
1870. 


Hunting the i.uilad. 
Ill no fie d of literature have t he forg er 
■r.d 
the 
manipulator verted with 
! g reater vig or and success. From Percy's 
; day to our own it has been thoug ht an 
innocent device to publish a bit of one's 
own versifying now and then as an 
“ old ballad >r an “ ancient so ng .” 
Of­ 
ten. tc*o, a Ute stall copy of a ballad, 
g etting into oral circulation, has been 
innocently furnished to collectors as 
traditional matter. 
Mere learning will 
not g uide u» editor throug h these per­ 
plexities. 
What is needed is. in addi­ 
tion, a complete understanding of the 
“ popular” g enius, a sympathetic reeog 
nition of the traits that characterize 
oral literature wherever and in wha* 
ever deg ree they exi-t. 
This faculty, 
which even the folk has not retained, 
and which collectors living in ballad 
sing ing and tale telling times have often 
failed to acquire, was vouchsafed by na­ 
ture herself to the late Professor Child, 
in reality a kind of instinct, it had Ikh h 
so cultivated by long and loving study 
of the traditional literature of all na­ 
tions that it had become wonderfully 
swift in its operations and almost in­ 
fallible. 
No forg ed or retouched piece 
could deceive him for a moment. 
He 
detected the slig htest jar in the g enuine 
ballad tone. 
He speaks in one place of 
certain writers “ who would have been 
all the better historians for a little read­ 
ing of romance* “ He was himself the 
better interpreter of the poetry of art 
for tills keen sympathy with the poetry 
of nature.— Atlantic.

Thirty -ninth g eneral assem bly it has 
been fig ured that if the co m m ittee on

o f vo ting m o ney o nly for necessities, in ­ 
stead o f invading the field of desirable 
thing s, o ver $ 1,000.000 can be saved to 
the state as co mpared with the am o unt 


inato r o f this idea, and it struck him 
as being an exceeding ly g ood plan for 
Illino is to adopt. 
The co nditio ns in th e state a quarter 
of a century ag o were favo rable for the 
co rdial receptio n of this new departure 
in American politics.

where else been extended to the leg is­ 
lative department o f a state. 


F o r a Girl's D o r m ito r y . 
The wo men o f the state represented 
in the Illinois Federatio n o f W o m an ’s 
clubs have set them selves to secure an 
appro priatio n o f $ 70,000 
or the erectio n 
o f a g irls' do rmito ry at the stare uni­ 
versity . 
The federatio n is at i, resent 
co mpo sed o f abo ut 150 « listi i d 
r g ani- 
zatlo ns with an ag g reg ate m em bership 
o f 10,000. well distributed o ver the state. 
The plan of cam paig n was mapped out 
at the annual state co nventio n o f the 
federatio n last fall. 
It w as there d e­ 
cided not to sto rm the leg islature as a 
body, but to m ake direct and perso nal 
appeals to the individual members in 
the quiet, unprejudiced atm o sphere of 
their ho mes. 
An official circular o f the 
federatio n cites that there 
are 
no w 
nearly 200 g irls attending the university 
and that on acco unt o f the g reater n u m ­ 
ber of male students, it is difficult for 
the y o ung ladies to find hoard It private 
families with proper safeg uards. 
It is 
the ambitio n o f the wo men to e s ta b ­ 
lish in the proposed w o m an’s building 
a "Chamber o f D o m estic Science,’’ be­ 
lieving that, as the ho me is the basis 
of natio nal life, this department will 
co ntribute 
“ as much to pro mo te the 
adaptatio n o f the student to her future 
enviro nm ent as will scientific kno w ledg e 
or literary culture.” 
The interview between Go verno r T a n ­ 
ner and representatives of the labor and 
m anufacturing interests o f th* state u p ­ 
on the vexatio us pro blem of the em p lo y ­ 
ment of co nvict labor Is said to hav« * 
been a very frank discussio n o f that 
subject, both sides freely adm itting the 
bo therso me co nditio ns invo lved. It was 
m utually ag reed that h um anity dictates 
so me em plo y m ent of the energ y o f the 
priso ners and that the desideratum is 
to reduce co mpetitio n with o utside la ­ 
bor to a minimum.

were established , it will be necessary 
to m a ke s u p p le m e nta r y ap p rop riations. 
M a king generou s allowance

H ow ev er, the p ressu re b r ou gh t to b» *ar 
on the com m ittee and m e m b ers from 
their cons titu e nts ov er th e sta te is all 
b u t ir resist able and it req u ires c ou ra ge 
to w it h s t a nd the ap p eals for a p p r op r i a ­ 
tions.

The p rison p olicy which seems to be 
most in fav or w ith the organized labor 
interests is to emp loy th e conv icts in the 
m a nu f a c t u r e of su p p lies for the sta te 
institu tions and u p on d esirable enfei 
p rises which wou ld not otherw ise be 
u nd e r ta ke n by the state.
